Indeed words are as mony, 
which , 'though it neither feeds, nor clothes, nor 
cures , or does any thing elſe that conduces to hu 
mane life , virtually performs all this ; but does 16 
under this remarkable difference, that Prances 
have power over the rate of Coin; but the Gram- 
marian only over Words. It would be obſerved far- 
ther, that Grammar , as ſhe is a ſevere Miſtriſs, 
35 alſo a coy one; and hardly admits any court- 
hip, but of” the youthful vetary. There are indeed 
many who by great ay , have redeemed the 
want of early Inſtitution ; but in the performances 
of ſuch , there ftill appears ſomewhat of ſtiffenejs 
and force ; and what has more in it of Art than 
Nature ; When on the other fide he that begins an 
early Court, has greater aſſurances of favour ; 
with little arfficulty becomes a Deniſon of Rome 
and Athens, in whatſoever Climate he happens to be 
born ; and makes ther Languages his mother tongue: 
thereby obtaining a free addreſs to all the wiſdom 
of precedent ages , and the friendſhip of the He- 
roes of them ; to treat familtarly with Xenophon| © 
and Ceſar , Demoſthenes and Cicero , Thucydider| | 
and Livy , or whomſoever elſe he chuſes. for an ac«| n 
quaintance, Ie fit will read ; then equal thei "

PO exhort every man to the learning of Grammar that 
intendeth to attain to the underitanding of the tongues 


- (wherein is contained a great treaſure of wiſdom and 


't - knowledg) it would ſeem much vain and Jittle needful ; 


" for ſo much as itis ro be known, that nothing can ſurely 


be ended, whoſe beginning is either feeble or faulty ; and 
no building be pertect,when as the foundation and ground 
work 1s _— fall, and unable to uphold the burden of 
the frame. W heretore it were better for the thing it ſelf, 
and more profitable for the learner, ro underſtand how he 
may beſt come to that which he ought moſt neceſſarily to 
have, and to learn the gaineſt way of obtaining that, which 
muſt be his beſt and certaineſt guide both of reading and 
—— than to fall in doubt of the goodneſs and nece(- 
ity thereof: which [ doubt, whether he shall more lament 
that he lacketh or g{teem that he hath it . and whether he 
Shall oftener ſtumble at trifles, and be deceived in light 
matters, when he hath it not, or judg truly and faithfully 
of divers weighty things, when he hath it. 

The which hath ſeemed to many very hard to com- 

aſs aforetime, becauſe that they who profeſs this art of 

eaching Grammar, did teach divers Grammars, and not 
one: and if by chance they taught one Grammar, yer 
they did it diverſly, and ſo could nor do it all beſt ; becauſe 
there is but one beſtneſs, not only in every thing, but alſo 
in the manner of every thing. 

As for the diverſity of Grammars, it is well & profitably 
taken away by the Kings Majeſties wiſdom, who foreſee- 
ing the inconvenience, and favourably providing the re- 
medy, cauſed one kind of Grammar by ſundry learned 
men to be diligently drawn, and ſo to be ſet out only ; e- 
very where to de on for the uſe of learners, and for 
avoiding the hurt in changing of Schoolmalters, 

T he variety of teaching is diverſe yet, and alwaies will 


i be; for that every Schoolmaſter liketh that he knoweth, 


and ſeeth not the uſe of that he knoweth not, and there- 
fore judgeth that the moſt ſufficient way, which he ſeeth 
to be the readieſt mean, and perfeCteſt kind, to bring a 
learner to have athrough knowledg therein.

The firſt and chieteſt point is, that the diligent Maſter | 
make not the Scholar haſt too much; but that he in conti- 
nuance and diligence of teaching, make him to rchearle 
ſo, tharuntil he hath perfectly that which is behind, he 
ſuffer him not to go forward : for this poſting haſte over- 
throweth and hurteth a great ſort of wits,& caſteth them 
into amazedneſs, when they know not how they $hall 
either go forward or backward ; but ſtick faſt as one 
ps, ag. om cannot tell what to do,orwhich way to turn 
11m: & then the Maſter thinketh the Scholar to be a dul- 
lard, & the Scholar thinketh thething to be uneafte, and | 
too hard for his wit: and the one hath an evil opinion of | :

Thus itthe Maſter occupy them, he $hall ſee a little 
leſſon take a great deal of time, and diligently enquiring 
and examining of the parts and the rules, not to be done 
Jo quick:y and ipecdily as it might be thought to be. With- 
in 4 while by this uſe, the Scholar shall be brought to a 
good kind of readineſs of making, to the which it there be 
adjoyned ſome ule of ſpeaking (which mult neceſſarily be 
had) he $hall be brought paſt the weariſome bitterneſs 
of his learning, F 

A great help to further this readineſs of making and 
ſpeaking shall be, if the Maſter give him an English book, 
and caule himordinarily to turn every day ſome part into 
Latin. This exerciſe cannot be done without his rules, 
and therefore doth eſtablish them, and ground them ſure- 
Iy in his mind for readineſs, and maketh him more able 
to ſpeak ſuddenly, whenſoever any prefent occaſion is 
offercd forthe ſame. And it doth help his learning more 
agreat deal, toturn outof English into Latin, then on the 
Contrary. 

Furthermore, we ſee many can underſtand Latin, that 
cannot ſpeak it; and when they read the Latin word in 
the book, cantell you rhe English thereof at any time: 
but when they have laid away their book, they cannot 
contrariwiſe tell you for the English the Latin again, 
whenſcever you wilaskthem. And therefore this exer- 
ciſe helpeth this ſore well, and maketh thoſe words 
which he underſtandeth, to be readier by uſe unto him, 
and fo perfecteth him in the tongue handſomly. 

Thelſc precepts, well kept, will bringa man clean paſt 
his Grammar-book, and make him as ready as his book 
and fo meet to further things, whereof it were out of ſe 
ſon to give precepts here. And therefore this may b 
for this purpole enough, which to good Schoolmaſter 
andskilful is not ſo needful, to other meaner and leſs pra 
Ctiſed it may be not only worth the labour of reading, 
21{o of the uling.
